Response to Remarks 

1 . The Office Action has been issued in response to Appeal Brief filed March 03, 
2007. Claims 1-20 are pending.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior of 
records does not teach or suggest simultaneously conducting the following steps: 
reconstructing at least a portion of a PET image for the current frame, including the step 
of overlapping a portion of the current frame with an adjacent frame, and acquiring at 
least a portion of a next frame of PET data. The invention can thus provide the 
advantage of high quality images showing both the structural and functional features of 
a patient being imaged while providing increased throughput for enhanced efficiency in 
operation.
